ORASMUCH as it appears to this General Aſſembly, That 
the Oath or Affirmation preſcribed by the before recited Act, to 
be taken by any Perſon importing or bringing into this Province 
any Servant or Servants, is too extenſive, and includes a Diſco- 
very of Offences never intended by the ſaid Act. 


BE IT ENACTED AND DECLARED, by the Right Ho-
